has now became a byword among Holstein men It is 
perhaps for this reason almost as much as for their great 
record backing and producing and transmitting ability that 
her descentants have commanded such marvelous prices 
in both public and private sale during the recent years 
We have seen one of her grandsons bring $65,000 at public 
sale and others $33,000, while it is becoming not uncommon 
to see her granddaughters and great granddaughters pass 
the five-figure mark. It would of course be fooli<h to 
attribute the phenomenal prices entirely to Pietert Maid 
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SIR PIETERTJE ORMSBY MERCEDES 
(he oldest and most famous son of Pietertie Maid Ormesby. 
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Ormsby. but there is no question but that she deserves 
juite a substantial part of the credit for them. 

Pietertje Maid Ormsby was bred by Malcolm H. Gardner 
just about a year before that gentleman was first elected 
superintendent of Advanced Registry, an office which he 
has filled with credit and distinction ever since. She was 
born November 4, 1904 on Mr. Gardner’s farm at Darien, 
Wisconsin, being a daughter of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De 
Kol and Pietertje Maid of Grouw 3d Her sire has proven 
remarkably prepotent now having close to 70 A. R. 0. 
daughters, including six with records from 30 to 35 lbs. He 
has fourteen 30-lb. granddaughters, and according to the 
latest Blue Book, has 26 sons with A. R. O. daughters, He 
is out of a 21-lb. daughter of Duchess Ormsby, who was the 
first cow to bear the Ormsby name. His sire is a good 
proven son of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Paul De Kol from the 
20-lb. cow, Maplecroft Gem. 

The dam of Pietertje Maid Ormsby is Pietertje Maid of 
Grouw 3d with a record of 19.45 lbs. butter in 7 days and 
79.88 lbs. in 30 days, with an average of over 70 Ibs. milk 
a day for a month, which was considered quite a good rec 
ord in 1907, when it was made. Besides Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby. she has another 30-lb. daughter, Buffalo Maid 
who has a year record of 908.31 Ibs. butter from 21,796.6 
lbs. milk. In addition to these great producing daughters 
she has five sons that have produced A. R. O. daughters, 
several of them with 30-lb. records She is a daughter of 
De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol No. 2, who is a full brother to the 
tirst 29-lb. four-year-old, and at least. a half brother to the 
first 34-lb. cow 

As we mentioned earlier in this story, Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby is considerably more than a % sister to Sir Ormsby 
Skylark, who is well known as the sire of the only 1500-lb 
cow in the world, Duchess Skylark Ormsby, as well as 
ther great producers. Her sire has 25 per cent the same 
breeding as the great 41-lb. cow, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th 
who is really an Ormsby although that fact is sometimes 
overlooked. In fact, it will be found that she is either 
a direct ancestor of or else closely related to practically 
every great producing member of the famous Ormsby 
family. : 

While still very young, Pietertje Maid Ormsby was sold 
to A. C. Loring of Minneapolis, who bred her but sold her 
before she freshened to John B. Irwin of the same place 
Here she dropped her first calf, and as it proved, her most 
famous, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, of whom more 
will be said a little later. She has remained an honored 
ind respected member of Mr. Irwin’s great herd up until 
the time of her recent death. and except for the last few 
years, was a regular breeder and a great producer 

She did not, however, start out as a two-year-old witl 
a very startling record, producing only 229.7 Ibs. milk con- 
taining 11.59 Ibs. butter. This record must have been 
disappointing to her owner in view of her breeding and 
individual quality, but when she freshened again about 138 
months later, she made a junior three-year-old record of 
26.17 Ibs. butter from 500.5 lbs. milk in 7 days and 107.83 
lbs. butter from 2067.8 lbs. milk in 30 days, her milk averag- 
ing right around 4.17 per cent fat for both the 7 and the 
30-day periods. She was the third heifer in her class 
that year to beat the world’s record of Katie Spofford 
Corona, which had stood for seven years. 

For one reason or another, Pietertje Maid Ormsby was 
not tested at her very next freshening, but at her first 
freshening as a mature cow, which was March 18, 1911, 
she made the rather remarkable record of 35.56 Ibs. butter 
in 7 days and 145.66 Ibs. in 30 days the 7-day record stand- 
ing second in the world and the 30-day record first at the 
time it was made. Her figures for 30 days were not 
beaten by any other cow for over a year. 

In view of what her descendants have accomplished on 
long test, we might naturally expect Pietertje Maid Ormsby 
would be herself a great long distance producer. We find 
that in the same lactation period in which she made her 
35-lb. record, she was run for a year, making a_ very 
creditable record of 742.31 lbs. butter from 15,972.2 Ibs. 
milk. In less than two months from the close of this 
record, she freshened again and was put on semi-official 
test, making 759.13 Ibs. butter from 16,531.8 Ibs. milk, and 
again freshened in two months, thus carrying a calf about 
seven months of each record. If these records do not seem 
large to you, stop and consider that she freshened three 
times in just about 28 months and made two records aver: 
aging over 750 Ibs. butter and 16,250 Ibs. milk, both records 
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peing large enough to be published in the prize list the 
vears they were made. 

At none of her succeeding freshenings was Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby forced at all, although she was given several 
more semi-official records for at least a portion of the 
year under just usual dairy herd conditions. She _ has, 
however, conclusively proved herself a real producer either 
for 7, 30 or 365 days. 

Her first calf, we have said, was a bull, Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, who turned out to be in many respects 
the greatest long distance sire of the breed. He has more 
1000-Ib. daughters, more 1100-lb. daughters, more 1200-lb. 
daughters, and more 1300-lb. daughters than any other sire 
in the world. No less than 12 of his daughters have passed 
the 1000-lb. mark, the number including the world’s cham- 
pion junior 4-year-old for either milk or butter production, 
Queen Piebe Mercedes with 1389 Ibs. butter from over 
30,000 Ibs. milk. His complete list of 1000-lb. daughters is 
given in total on the first page of this story. 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes is one of the breed’s 
greatest sires of high priced sons and daughters, he being 
sire of the $65,000 bull, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st 
and the $33,000 bull, Duke Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 
Several of his daughters have brought $10,000 or over in 
state and national sales, there being a great demand for 
his blood all over the United States. 

One of his most famous sons is Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th, who has sired some of the greatest pro- 
ducers and finest individuals of the breed. A daughter 
of “37th” made over 1000 Ibs. as a three-year-old, another 
over 900 Ibs. as a two-year-old, while in short time test, 
he has a 35-lb. four-year-old daughter, a 30-lb. three-year-old 
daughter and two-year-old daughters up to 29 Ibs. 

The second calf of Mother Ormsby was also a bull, King 
Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby. This bull spent all his 
life in the east, for the most part in herds where no long- 
time tesing was done, and for that reason, he has no year 
record daughters. Among his short-time daughters, we 
find the three times 30-lb. cow, Korndyke Polkadot Pontiac; 
the great 33-lb. cow, Maple Knoll Helen; and several others 
with records up to 30 lbs. According to the last Blue Book, 
he has 60 A. R. O. daughters in spite of the fact that his 
opportunity has not been the best, he having been more or 
less of a drifter and seeing service in five or six different 
herds. He is perhaps most famous through his son, 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad, who ranks second only to old Sir 
Piet for number of 1000-lb. daughters, he now having 
eleven that rate their butter records in four figures. The 
best of the eleven for butter is O. K. L. Pearl Tula with 
1366.75 Ibs. and the best for milk being O. K. L. Andire 
Posch with 30,097.4 lbs. We thus see that both Sir Piet 
and Ormsby Korndyke Lad have a 30,000-lb. daughter, and 
as they are respectively son and grandson of Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, this reminds us that she is the only cow with 
one single exception to have a granddaughter and a great 
granddaughter that have produced over 30,000 lbs. milk in 
the year. He has eighteen 30-lb. daughters which is a 
remarkable showing considering the comparatively smal! 
number of daughters he has ever had tested. 

One of the younger sons of Mother Ormsby is Sir 
Hengerveld Korndyke Ormsby, who is getting a nice list 
of young daughters. One of the best of these is Colantha 
Maid Ormsby, who as a senior two-year-old made a record 
of 26.21 Ibs. butter in 7 days and 913.91 lbs. in a year, from 
better than 20,000 lbs. milk. Another daughter as a 
three-year-old has better than 29 Ibs. and several others 
have creditable records. This bull is a full brother to the 
youngest son of Pietertje Maid Ormsby—Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld Korndyke—who should soon be getting a 
wonderful list of records, as he has been in service on the 
daughters of King Segis Pontiac Count, Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, and others of the most noted sires of 
the breed. 

We have already referred briefly to the offspring of 
Mother Ormsby in the female line, when we spoke of the 
combination of four direct generations headed by her 
averaging over 31 lbs. butter in 7 days and over 1000 Ibs. 
in a year. Her best daughter is Miss Korndyke Maid 
Ormsby, a 30-lb. cow with 128 lbs. butter in 30 days, and a 
year record of 1258.62 Ibs. butter from 25,.418.3 Ibs. milk. 
In addition to this record she has a four-year-old record 
of over 29 Ibs. butter from 643 Ibs. milk. Her daughter. 
Miss Colantha Korndyke Ormsby, as a four-year-old, passed 
the 34-lb. mark in seven days with 1089 lbs. in a year, this 
being her second large year record, following her two-year-

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Show Records and Production Records 


T this season of the year, the query naturally presents 

A itseit—wnicn is worth more to the breed and 
the individual breeder—the show record or 
these are written, 
shows of the fall season are pretty 
the exception of the National 
Dairy Show and the Pacific International Exposi- 
tion, State fairs at which the Holstein exhibits will be 
an important factor, are all out of the way. We can, there- 
fore, check over the situation with data that is fresh in 
all our minds. In behalf of the show ring record, it is ap- 
parent to everyone that the general publicity for the breed 
and for the individual breeder participating is of almost 
inestimable value. It inspires higher standards in the 
minds of every breeder participating in the show and 
those who look on from the ring side as well. With it comes 
a better appreciation of type and conformation and its im- 
portance in successful breeding operations. It is also un- 
donbtedly true that many new adherents for the breed rep- 
resented in the show ring are made by this personal con- 
tact. Instances multiply themselves where breeders have 
made a reputation for their herds through outstanding suc- 
cesses in the show ring that has been very profitable to 
them from a breeding standpoint. They have become 
known nationally as breeders of individuals of the right 
sort and they have found their surplus animals in demand 
at profitable prices. On the other hand we want to suggest 
this thought, and we want to be checked up on it if it is not 
correct. The breeders who have made the greatest reputa- 
tion through the showing of their animals and who have 
reaped the greatest financial reward therefrom are the 
breeders who have been able to show with their prize ring 
awards a consistent record of production. Taking an out- 
standing example, we might mention the great popularity 
today of the Ormsby family, particularly through Sir Pie- 
tertfje Ormsby Mercedes. During the past half dozen years, 
vet of this sire have made enviable records in the show

Going back again to Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, it is not his highest record 
daughters that have won the honors that have come to his 
offspring in the show ring, although they were perhaps 
individually as good as any of those that were exhibited 
and which have brought fame to the family. The point ws 
are trying to make is—can breeders afford to sacrifice on 
their records in order to make a good showing at their 
state fair or dairy show. An outstanding instance was 
described in a recent issue of the World. 


Up at the Wisconsin State Fair last year, one of the 
features was a_ Holstein parade staged by Pabst Stock 
Farm in cooperation with the Extension Service of the 


National Association. In the Association booth was a dis- 
play of some of the splendid animals from Pabst Stock 
Farm, and each day they were loaded into specially built 
trucks and paraded through the streets of Milwaukee and 
about the fair grounds as a boost for the Holstein proposi- 
tion. The headliner in the exhibit was Champion Dora 
Korndyke, who had a short time previously finished her 
great state championship record with 1315.93 Ibs. butter, 
29,395.7 lbs. milk. She had freshened again just before the 
fair and was producing heavily at that time, so that it real 
ly was a wonderful display in behalf of the breed. Dora 
was continued throughout the year and completed another 
year’s record of 28,602.9 Ibs. milk, 1249.6 lbs. butter. Off 
hand, you would say that Dora and her owner had certain- 
ly done their part when she made these two wonderful 
records which gave her the world’s championship over 
all breeds for two year’s butter production, and she had 
participated in a splendid extension movement for the 
breed. But just stop and add up the figures of her records 
Three quarters of a pound more of butter fat on her year’s 
performance would have given her the honor of being the 
first and only cow of the Holstein-Friesian breed to make 
two records each above 1000 lbs. of butter fat. At the 
present time, the Jersey cow, Vive La France, stands as 
the only dairy cow in the world that has made two year’s 
records each above 1000 Ibs. of butterfat. It seems safe to 
assume that if Dora had not been subjected to a week’s ex- 
hibition with her daily parade at the state fair grounds 
last vear, she would have made more than the % of a 
pound of butter fat in excess of what she actually did pro- 
duce under those conditions, and we would have had a Hol- 
stein cow with two records above 1000-lbs. of butterfat in 
addition to the honor of the highest total for two year’s 
work. Another pound and four tenths of milk for that 
year’s work and she could have shown an average 29,000 
lbs. of milk for her two years. With nine-tenths of a pound 
of fat more, she would have shown an average of 1200 lbs 
of butter each vear for three year’s work. Isn’t it a ques- 
tion, therefore, in view of these facts, which of course no 
one could foresee at the time the exhibit was made-——isn’t 
it a question whether Mr. Pabst would not have been do- 
ing more for the breed to have kept Dora right at home in 
her own box stall, hanging up her best production record 
without the handicap of going out to do missionary work 
for the breed? Similarly take the case of Tilly Alcartra last 
year. Tillv isn’t given much to complaining over unusual 
conditions, but it will be recalled she went out into society 
considerable last year, being milked by the Mayor of 
Seattle, at a banquet in her honor in that town and pull- 
ing off a similar stunt in San Francisco, and at other oc- 
casions where the public spirit of the Morrises was invok- 
ed by some enthusiastic promoter or other. The publicity 
for the breed on those occasions was tremendous, for on 
account of the unusual character of the stunt, wide men- 
tion was made of it in the public press. It isn’t unreason- 
able to suppose, however, that it was those very events 
which beat Tilly Alcartra out of making her fifth record 
above 1000 Ibs. of butter. 

Now, we cannot be charged with lack of appreciation of 
the value of publicity, or with any lukewarmness toward 
the value of show ring records, nor in our support of the 
exhibiting of Holstein cattle. We are for them both with 
all the power we can command. We must not, however, in 
our enthusiasm for those projects or any other, lose sight 
ot the fact that the greatest asset of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed js the ability of the black and white cow to pro- 
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cuce greater quantities of milk and butter, and make more 
profit for her owner than any other kind of dairy cow on 
the face of the earth, and in view of that fact, there is no 
record which can compare in value to the breed with the 
record of production. Publicity stunts in which great pro- 
ducing cows figure and liberal support of the show rings 
at our fairs and exhibitions are of extremely high impor- 
tance, but when they conflict with the records of produc- 
tion, we maintain they should take the siding and leave 
the main track clear for full speed ahead with the produc- 
tion records. In conclusion, let us state again our belief 
that both kinds of records have their important place in 
the development of the breed, and that breeders who 
would reach the top, cannot afford to ignore either of them. 


A Problem for Breed Societies 


REED societies and associations now have, have had 
B in the past and undoubtedly always will have their 

troubles. Other associations besides our own, have 
had difficulties with members over both records and 
registrations during the past few years. And breed societies 
abroad are not immune. During the past year both the 
British Friesian Society and the British Shorthorn Society 
have had to expel members. The Royal Agricultural 
Society of England was forced to expel a member who 
afterwards appealed to the law courts to reduce the 
sentence. He failed in the attempt, the courts holding 
that the society was acting within its right. This decision 
will meet with the approval of all who desire to see the 
affairs of breed societies, fair and show associations, con 
ducted on lines above suspicion. 

The old country Aryshire Herd Book Society had a 
complaint brought before it regarding an influential mem- 
ber who was also a member of council. He was charged 
with substituting or showing an animal at a show unde! 
the name and pedigree of another and then with selling 
the animal shown, under the false name and pedigree 
number to a wealthy lover of the breed. The facts were 
not disputed and the offender was expelled. The offense 
Was so easy of detection, and so crude, that it is difficult 
to see how anyone with even average intelligence would 
attempt to get away with it and this added to the difficulty 
of the inquiry and case. 

Breed and record associations and societies are built 
upon the honor and right practices of the members, other- 
wise they could not long exist. By-laws are enacted by the 
members themselves and by the elected boards of directors 
for the guidance of the members and the working of the 
society. The law of the land and the courts recognize this 
fact. 

The courts are very loath to interfere with the adminis 
tration of such associations unless there is apparent or 
alleged evidence of injustice or prejudice, recognizing that 
the members of any council or board elected by the 
members would be apt to know more of the merits of the 
case than judges or a jury, because of the knowledge of 
the business the elected members should and would be apt 
to have. 

The encouraging thing in these regretable occurrences, 
the silver lining to these clouds, is the evident intention 
of those who are in office in the association, to stamp out, 
as far as is humanly possible, such offenses and to punish 
the offenders, no matter how influential they may be, nor 
how highly they were regarded by the rank and file of the 
members before the wrong-doing came to light The 
strength of an association is the belief of the general 
public in the integrity of its herd books and_ records. 
Shatter this belief, ruin public confidence, and the associa- 
tion and its members may as well discontinue business. 


The Importance of the National View Point 


T is a good thing once in a while to sit down and take 

a general survey of our business and the different fact- 

ors entering into it. We are all too apt to take things 
for granted. Perhaps we are over-emphasizing some of the 
factors and not paying enough attention to others that 
upon a study of the situation we find mean a great deal to 
our business. The particular phase of the Holstein business 
which we want to discuss briefly, relates to the national 
character of the industry and some of the factors that 
have made and are making that condition possible. First 
we would ask you to think of the situation the industry as 
a whole would he in if we had no breed paper of national 





circulation. It would cost close to $1000 every time any- 
body wanted to talk to all of the breeders of Holsteins in 
the country. What chance would there be, therefore, for 
any one outside the millionaire class to develop more than 
a local market for his surplus animals? Nobody would 
have more than a very general idea of what the other fel- 
low was doing except in his own locality, and the whole 
proposition would be localized or sectionalized, because 
there would be no way in which the breeders of one sec- 
tion or part of the country could effectively and economi- 
cally let the breeders at a distance know what they were 
accomplishing, or what they had to offer for sale that 
might be of mutual benefit. Destroy an effective national 
market for Holsteins and the inevitable result would be a 
weaker demand and lower prices all along the line. Take 
the case of the National Association. If it were necessary 
for the association to spend $1000 every time it gave its 
members any information as to the progress of Association 
affairs, we would either be in financial difficulty or the 
membership would know very little about what was going 
on. We would have instead of a well-posted interested en- 
thusiastic membership able to act intelligently in matters 
of association policy just an unwieldy mass of breeders, 
each section lacking in appreciation of the problems of the 
others and each one working for sectional benefit rather 
than for the things which mean the most for the industry 
as a whole. The national sales would inevitably lose much 
of their national character. In fact, as a whole, the wheels 
of progress in the industry would be set back at least 
twenty years. At first thought, these statements may sound 
pretty strong, but stop and analyze them, and we believe 
you will agree with us that we have touched only a few of 
the high lights in the situation. 

We are proud of the fact that the Holstein-Friesian 
World has had a part in the nationalizing of the Holstein 
industry. We feel, however, that we have made only a be 
ginning in the development of our field of service to the 
industry. The Holstein census discloses the fact that there 
are now between 26,000 and 27,000 active breeders of Hol- 
steins in the country, and there are probably several 
thousand more that will be checked up later. The number 
is constantly increasing also through the natural growth 
of the industry. While it will of course never be possible 
of achievement, the goal we are aiming for is 100% of the 
breeders enrolled as regular subscribers to the World. 
But even if it is impossible to get 100 per cent the 
nearer we can approach to that figure, the more effective 
we can make our service in bringing to individual breed- 
ers a national viewpoint on the industry. From the ideas 
developed above, it will be seen that this factor is one of 
no sniall importance in the prosperity of the industry as 
a whole, and of the individual breeders composing it. On 
this account, we do not feel we are imposing upon the good 
nature of our readers when we urge them to give us their 
active cooperation in extending the circulation of the 
World among Holstein breeders and prospects. It is not a 
question of increased revenues for the Holstein-Friesian 
World except as the general prosperity of the industry is 
of course reflected in the prosperity of this publication. 
With white paper costing close to $300 a ton and every 
prospect of going higher: with the cost of labor, travel, 
cuts, mailing, and in fact, every other factor in the pro 
duction of paper constantly growing higher, each copy of 
the paper already costs more than double what the sub 
scriber pays for it. The addition of five to ten thousand 
names, therefore, on our subscription list really means tne 
assumption on our part of a direct liability in the excess 
of the cost of delivering a copy of the paper each week to 
everyone of them. But we believe it is worth while as a 
measure of service to the industry and to the men who are 
making possible the publication of the World at its present 
high standard—our advertisers. The expression is a trite 
ene that “it pays to advertise,” but its importance has 
never been half appreciated. It pays the advertiser in 
bringing him direct sales and in building up a valuable 
reputation for his herd and line of breeding; it pays the 
publishers because it is a major source of the substance 
that makes the wheels go round, and it pays the industry 
as a whole, because without advertising support, it would 
be an impossibility to get out a breed publication that 
would be at all a credit to the breed and of any particular 
service to it. Without advertising support, the subscription 
price would have to be so high that it would in effect be 
prohibitive and would therefore defeat the very purpose 
of the publication by keeping off of the subscription list a 
large proportion of the men that should be there 
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Just at this time we are putting on a huge mail cam- 
paign to get on our subscription list the rest of the fellows 
that ought to be reading the paper every week, but who are 
not, and we need the cooperation of every World reader 
in working toward that 100%. If you will just take the 
trouble to speak to a few of your Holstein neighbors about 
the World and tell him just what you think of it, you can 
get action from him where otherwise he might lay the mat- 
ter aside and forget about it. Just a few minutes of your 
time will in the aggregate have a far-reaching effect on 
this proposition. Will you go that far with us? 


T. B. Eradication Work 
Hk August summary of tuberculosis’ eradication 
work by the Federal Bureau of Animal Industry in 
co-operation with the various states shows 64,765 
head tested during the month in 4,430 herds with a reaction 
of 2,473 head, or somewhat less than 4 per cent. There 


was an increase during the month of 308 herds on the 
federal accredited list while 4,926 additional herds have 
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entered the list as having passed one clean test without 
reaction. The total number of herds in the latter class is 
now 18,578. Minnesota still holds a substantial lead in the 
number of tully accredited herds with 535, making a slight 
gain during the month over its two nearest rivals, Virginia 
and Wisconsin. The state of Maine shows the greatest 
increase in number of accredited herds during the month 
with 52 herds, bringing the total up to 145. Ohio and 
Minnesota come next with 35 during the month, Virginia 
following with 34; Pennsylvania 32; Wisconsin 29; and 
North Carolina 25. The state of Montana leads in the 
number of herds that have passed one clean test, her 
total being 1212, Florida following with 1095, North 
Dakota being third with 1081, and Minnesota fourth with 
1076. Wisconsin makes a splendid showing for the month 
having the largest number of head tested—4109 with a 
reaction of only 87 head, or but 2 per cent. 4036 head were 
tested in Iowa; 3825 in Minnesota; 3750 in Washington, 
the last two states named showing respectively only 62 
and 60 head or considerably less than a 3 per. cent

The banquet of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
lowa held at the Hotel Russell Lamson in Waterloo on the 
evening of the second day of the Dairy Cattle Congress was 
well attended. President Cass took charge of a program 
of informal talks, welcoming the breeders of Iowa and 
other states to Waterloo, and calling on the various state 
secretaries to report the progress of their organizations.

field man to devote all of his time to extension work amon; 
Holstein breeders in Washington. Fred S. Stimson, pro 
prietor of Hollywood Farms and the man who has worked 
the hardest for the organization to date, was chosen presi 
dent and took the chair from Auctioneer George Gue, wh« 
opened the meeting with some encouraging remarks about 
the future in sight for Holsteins. R. L. (“Bob”) Rutter, Jr. 
proprietor of Lockwillow Farms, Ellensburg, was mad 
secretary-treasurer, and President Stimson appointed C. G 
Sprong of Grandview, A. B. Auld of Waikiki Farms 
Spokane, S. V. Butchart of Grandview and E. F. Benson 
retiring commissioner of agriculture, on a board of directors 
to act with him in adopting plans and making expenditure: 
for organizing permanently at Portland. A canvass of the 
situation showed that Holstein breeders of Washington ars 
organized only in Whatcom, Kitsap, Lewis, Kittitas and 
Yakima-Benton counties, the latter being the organizatio: 
known as the Yakima Valley Holstein Breeders Associa 
tion. Whatcom and Lewis counties have strong organiza 
tions and have already done considerable work for the 
breed. Kitsap county breeders organized late in August 
but they represent comparatively few cattle, as compared 
with some of the other dairying counties in the state 
Kittitas county breeders met the week before the State 
Fair, on the last day of the Kittitas County Fair, and 100 
per cent membership of all the breeders there is assured 
though their number is not large. Skagit, Snohomish, King 
Jefferson, Grays Harbor, Clarke, Walla Walla, Spokane and 
Stevens counties are among the others which have goodl\ 
number of Holsteins, but no organizations of Holstei 
breeders. As an indication of the amount of work 
to be done in the state, Pierce County Agent R. G. Scott 
who was present, stated that there are 12,000 or 13,000 
head of dairy cattle in his state, with only one small breed 
association, and that he does not know of a single pure 
bred herd in the county. Chesley L. Jenness, secretary 
of the Towa association , who judged Holsteins and Ayr 
shires at the fair, was present and told of some of the 
association work being done in the middle west, particu 
larly in Iowa, where the organization started on a “shoe 
string”, with five men guaranteeing $1000 each the first 
year, and where this fall a paid organizer will be put to 
work to secure memberships and fill the treasury. One 
state sale was held in Iowa last spring and another will 
be held this fall, not to mention several county sales, part 
of the proceeds from which are being used to ‘‘make the 
old mare go.” He predicted great prosperity among Hol 
stein breeders within the next 10 or 15 years, and counseled 
not to attempt organization unless there is enough money 
on hand to guarantee the work for two or three years 
Much joy was occasioned by the announcement that the 
Washington organization would start business with $2300 
in the treasury, rebate from the National sale at St. Paul 
last June in amounts over a stated minimum at which 
cattle from this state were sold there. A vigorous attempt 
will be made to have the Washington breeders thoroughly 
interested in a state association by the time of the Portland 
show. The meeting closed with formal but sincere ex 
pressions of appreciation for the work of Secretary Guy © 
Finley of the state fair, and of Elmer B Marks, superin 
tendent of the livestock department.

It was with considerable gratification that Holstei 
breeders at the State Fair learned that Elmer B. Marks 
whose illness was reported in a recent issue of the World 
had recovered sufficiently so that he could sit up in bed, 
though he was still unable to be about. His friend and 
former partner, H. C. Davis, predicted that “Elmer would 
fool them all,” and that he was good for 10 years yet, it 
he would take care of himself. His permanent recover) 
of his former strength cannot be hoped for, after the 
attacks he has endured, but his friends sincerely hope that 
Mr. Davis’s prediction is correct.

Kighteen head of young stuff which Hugh Nesbit of

Proceeding on the theory that fairs, expositions and 
judging demonstrations offer splendid educational oppor. 
tunities, E. B. Fitts, federal and Oregon Agricultural ¢ol- 
lege dairy extension specialist for Oregon, has built up for 
himself a reputation as a dairy cattle and dairy products 
judge that this season placed his services in demand in 
three states of the Union besides Oregon and _ in_ two 
Canadian cities. He was invited to judge this fall at the 
Utah, Massachusetts and Connecticut state fairs, and 
accepted for the two latter, but was unable to go to Utah, 
where he has judged dairy products several times. Van- 
couver and Victoria, B. C., both wanted him, and fully a 
dozen county and district fairs of his own state sent in 
requests for his services. Prof. Fitts judged dairy cattle 
at Victoria when Prince George was its guest of honor at 
the first fair held there. 

“Those breeders who carefully follow the work of judg 
ing and compare their own animals with those on ex- 
hibition and with the ideal type will make marked head- 
way in their breeding work,” he says, and to encourage this 
as much as possible, in judging he always demonstrates. 
When placing awards he explains the points of superiority 
shown in the winning animals, a characteristic of the work 
of Karl B. Musser which made him popular as a judge in 
Washington while he was dairy extension specialist 
there. Breeders naturally appreciate the opportunity 
to take advantage of a= specialist’s know'edge, to 
aid them  in_ selecting stock for exhibition and 
breeding, and the county, district or state fair 
has little excuse for existence if every effort is not 
made to make-it educational. “The successful breeder or 
competent judge must have the ideal type of animal fixed 
in mind”, says Mr. Fitts, “and must choose his breeding 
stock or prize animals according as they conform to this 
ideal. One can readily learn to recognize the conforma- 
tion that is nearly always associated with milk producing 
ability or inheritance in dairy animals. whether young or 
old.”

weeks and evident'y had net hed any too good a time 
We believe the Walker herd is much better on their own 
farm than they appeared at Brockton as they showed the 
marks of travel very plainly. 

The three two-year-old bulls formed a high = strung 
nervous Class, they having lots of vigor and plainly show- 
ing that they had very little posing. Prince Hengerveld 
Piersma, also owned by Pequitside, won over Star Bay 
Shepard. Both were good ones, as also was Pietje Corn- 
ucopia Hengerveld, the Turner animal. 

There was another class of three in the yearling bulls 
Here Sir VPietje Pontiac Hengerveld, owned by W. P. 
Turner, was an easy winner. He is a well grown bull, 
shows lots of quality and deserved his place. Elm Farm 
faldessa King Fayne from the Waterman herd, was sec- 
ond and he was also a good bull. the third animal being 
Count Cornucopia Albert, a smaller bull owned by E. P 
Curtis of Worcester, Mass. 

Kive senior bull calves came into the ring on the 
jump and caused the spectators much amusement by thei! 
antics, as it was quite a while before everyone would 
pose. The winner was a stylish bull with prominent milk 
veins for a male, good rudimentaries, a head showing 
much quality, a real lively little fellow Pine View King 
Hengerveld, the Walker animal was quite a_ little the 
larger, and carried the most flesh of any of the animals 
He was not so fine as the Pequitside bull, and was placed 
second to him. King Korndyke Sadie Vale Friend, owned 
by Curtis, winning third. He had rather too fine a head 
and was not as good at the shoulder as either of the 
other two. 

Turner brought out a real good junior bull calf. Straight 
as a line and one anyone could be proud cl. George A. 
Pollard of Greenbush, had three entries in this class, 
but he did not arrive at the fair grounds until the judg 
ing was in progress and did not bring his animals into the 
ring. The blue was given to the Turner bull, and he 
was later on made junior champion, so tliat he deserved 
to win the prize even if there was no other shown in 
the class 

if the judge had been having an easy time up to now, 
he had his work cut out when an even dozen of grand 
cows were brought before him. There was not a_ poor 
one in the bunch, and th3y were exceptionally good over 
the rump. Several were shown dry, but those in milk 
carried large and square udders, and the Brockton Fair 
commitee can be proud of having such a class of quality 
animals when their difficulties of getting exhibits is con 
sidered. The judge worked a long time on this class, 
carefully examining every animal and trying the teats 
of all including the dry ones. He gave the blue to a 
beautiful cow with one of the best heads ever seen on a 
Holstein, Isabelle Nubian Colantha, the property of Henry 
Bartlett of West Bridgewater, Mass., who had not been 
in the ring before. If this cow weighed about 300 Ibs. 
more, she would give any of the big state fair winners 
« tussle, for she was one of the nicest little animals that 
ever was led into a show ring. Number two, Piersma 
Anna Colantha, was a little rougher but had _ splendid 
veins and an extra good shoulder. She was not as strong 
in the front quarters as the winner. Lady Noble Cornu- 
copia was placed third. She was springing and was a 
real good cow, but was not veined as well as the two 
set above her. Alma Korndyke Colantha 2d also of the 
Turner exhibit, was a large, light colored animal and a 
real good cow. It certainly was no disgrace to be left 
out of the money in this class. 

After lunch, five good three-year-olds competed for 
the ribbons. The winner was Isabelle Nubian Colantha 
‘d, a daughter of the first prize aged cow and also owned 
by Mr. Bartlett. She was of extreme dairy type with a 
remarkably square udder and splendid teats, a worthy 
daughter of «a beautiful cow. Second was Royaldale Ruth, 
also a real good one, owned by Pequitside and third was 
Alma Aaggie Colantha from the Turner herd. 

The two-year-old class consisted of four, but as a 
class, they were not of anywhere near the quality of the 
previous two. A typy heifer in Gladys Burke Hengerveld 
won the blue, Pauline Colantha Betz from the Turner 
herd getting second. She was quite nice, but her teats 
were not anywhere near as evenly placed as were the 
winners. No. 3 was shown by Pequitside. and was a 
heifer with a splendid hide. Balsam Colantha Mercedes 
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De Kol, Walker’s animal, was very milky looking, and 
carried a wonderful udder. She was thin and not at all 
in show condition. The Walker animals were all of 
milky type and by the udders they carried, were splendid 
producers. If this herd had been fitted and came straight 
from home to Brockton, we believe it would have won a 
much larger percentage of the money. 

The senior yearlings formed a much better class and 
all were well fitted. Boon De Kol Mendon a large heifer 
with lots of quality shown by the Pequitside Stock Farm, 
was placed first, winning over Pine View Segis, from the 
Walker herd. A _ stylish heifer showing plenty of milk 
veins was Lady Pietje Cornucopia Girl, from the Turner 
herd, while Elm Farm Laura, from the Waterman herd, 
was fully as good a handler as any of the other three. 
This was a real good class 

Six junior vearlings of good an wlity next came into the 
ring. Cornucopia Pietje Hengerve’d and Colantha Boon 
Aaggzie had met at the same fair in the same ring last

Dairy herd brought out four Classes, e@ei containing 


four good cows. Although Bartlett had three prize win- 
ners, it took the judge quite a little while to decide be- 
tween him and the four great cows of the Pequitside Stock 
Farm, Turner being third. Had Turner brought out his 
second prize two-year-old instead of one of his cows, it 
would have been even harder. In all, this was a real 
good class. Six sets of three animals each competed for 
get of sire, Pequitside winning first with the get of Prince 
Pontiac De Kol Hengerveld and second with the get of 
Pequitside Korndyke Sadie Vale. Turner winning third 
end fourth with get of Maplemont Sir Pietje Henger- 
veld.

HOLSTEINS AT GOODHUE COUNTY FAIRS 


Ereeders of Goodhue County Bring Out More Holsteins to

With the added enthusiasm in the Holstein industry, 
the breeders of Goodhue County with the help of the show 
herd from Dakota County had out more Holsteins for ex- 
hibition at the two local fairs this vear than in any pre- 
vious vear.

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stages. The evenness of production of 
this remarkable cow is shown by the 
fact that her best day was 112.6 Ibs., 
while her average for her best week 
was practically 110 Ibs.. a day, and 
her average for 30 days just under 108 
Ibs. After she was dropped from test, 
it was necessary to cut out the four- 
time-a-day milking and on three milk- 
ings a day she produced 105 Ibs. Only 
two other cows in the state of New 
York last year exceeded her butter 
record and neither of them approach- 
ed her milk production. Her 30-day 
butter record was the second largest 
in the state last year. This is not her 
first creditable performance as_ she 
has a 3-year-old record of 26.71 Ibs. 
butter, milking 86.6 lbs. her best day. 
Her oldest daughter last winter made 
a very creditable record as a 3-year- 
old of 26.33 Ibs. butter, 646.4 Ibs. milk 
with a 30-day record of 102.16 Ibs.

MAKIiwC MONEY FOR THE STATE 


At the State Hospital, Warren, Ojhio, 
there is a herd of Holstein cattle that 
some day will have to be considered 
highly unless the plans of the present 
management go wrong. At the present 
time there are about 225 head of cat- 
tle of which 80 are pure bred _ Hol- 
stein females. Some of the other ani- 
mals in the herd are really pure bred, 
but the registration was not kept up. 

The producing ability of the herd 
can be told from the fact that there is 
normally about 100 cows milked and 
these cows supply the milk and cream 
needed for the hospital which  con- 
tains about 1700 patients, as well as 
the attendants and officers. The com- 
missary has considerable figuring to 
do to furnish the necessary supplies 
and the dairy is one of their greatest 
aids in the institution, as they are us- 
ing from 1200 to 1800 quarts of milk 
daily in the institution depending of 
course upon the weather. During last 
year, there were 382,385 quarts of 
milk supplied by the herd and used 
in the institution, besides 3869 quarts 
of cream. 

There are 1250 acres in the Warren 
Hfospital Farms. The labor of the in- 
mates is used as much as. possible 
with supervision of trained attendants. 
The hospital year ends June list, and 
during the year ending June 1, 1920, 
no less than 1227 lbs. of veal, 13,882 
Ibs. of beef, and 93,638 Ibs. of pork 
were furnished by the farms for in- 
stitutional purposes, 3esides this, 
3141 dozen eggs and 2888 Ibs. of poul- 
try were produced on the farm and 
used in the giant kitchen:

last June ~.cws that during the pre- 
vious year, the expenses of the farm 
were $70,881.87 and that the total pro- 
duced value at market prices was 
9102,865.86, so that the net profit is 
$31,983.99. Of course this showing is 
possible because of several conditions. 
There is no middleman; one depart- 
ment of the hospital markets its pro- 
ducts to the hospital, and of course 
there is a large amount of low price 
labor, although a great deal of this is 
of very little quality and cannot be 
depended upon to do much without a 
lot of steady, careful and painstaking 
supervision. 

A number of good records’ have 
been made in the herd and it is the 
intention to make long time records, 
for at the time of the World represen 
tative’s visit, there were 16 undergo- 
ing long time test and cared for by 
inmates under the supervision of Mr. 
Howell. 

There are three herd sires. King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale 20th, is a light 
colored bull of good individuality 
sired by King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
from a 26-!b. daughter of Hengerveld 
De Kol. This bull already has four 
daughters in the Advanced Registry 
including a 21-lb. junior three-year-old 
and the’ great two-year-old heifer, 
Countess Korndyke Warren, who has 
a record of 25.17 lbs. of butter, 572.6 
lbs. milk in 7 days, 95.93 lbs. butter, 
2372.3 lbs. milk in 30 days and 184.15 
Ibs. butter, 4499.4 lbs. milk in 60 days. 
This heifer is a beautiful individual of 
medium size and shows her quality. 
Another of the herd sires is Rag 
Apple Pietertje Korndyke, a son of 
Rag Apple Korndyke 8th and the 25%- 
lb. cow, Unionville Pietertje De Kol, 
who made 576.3 lbs. milk in the week 
of her test. He is an evenly colored 
bull, very straight and a real good 
animal. The calf pen shows that botn 
of these sires are getting good individ- 
uals and the heifers show promise of 
growing into producers. The third 
herd sire is the recently purchased 
bull, Sir Mary Colantha, a son of 
Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka and 
Mary Duchess Korndyke, a _ 24.86-Ib. 
cow with a year record of 825.89 Ibs. 
butter and 18,716.3 lbs. milk. This cow 
has three splendid record daughters, 
two of which have creditable long 
time records. Sir Mary Colantha is a 
dark colored bull and some would con- 
sider him as an individual the best of 
the three. None of his calves have as 
yet arrived. The management believes 
that in securing this bull and making 
long time records on their cows, they 
would have a big demand for surplus 
bulls from the farmers of Northwes- 
tern Pennsylvania. 

The foundation of the purebred 
herd was seven females purchased in 
1912, and it is from these seven pure- 
breds that the entire Holstein herd at 
the hospital has descended. Records 
of the milk and butter production has 
been kept for many vears as well as 
breeding records

F. W. Kie- 
sel and J. M. Henderson, directors of 
the Sales Company, disclosed that it 
was a non-profit organization intend- 
ed primarily to promote the sale of 
pure-bred livestock and said that it 
was intended to return to those who 
sold cattle all profits above the actual 
cost of operations.

At the recent Waukesha _ sale two 
bulls of good individuality and prac 
tically the same breeding were sold 
The one with a yearly record dam sold 
for over $6,000; the one with the 
seven-day record sold for $3,000. 


HOLSTEIN STEERS AT FERGUS 
FALLS 


An accurate record was kept of the 
total amount of feed consumed trom 
December 31, 1919 to September 20, 
1920, by two prize Holstein steers 
which were exhibited at the Otter Tail 
County Fair by Charles Wright Com- 
pany and Herman F. Schmidt. These 
were grade Holsteins and weighed 
respectively 725 and 530 pounds at the 
beginning of the feeding demonstra- 
tion. 

No attempt was made to push these 
steers except that they were given all 
the silage they could eat from Decem- 
ber 31 to May 15 with free access to 
hay. It is interesting to note that they 
lived practically on ensilage during 
the entire winter. The two steers ate 
only a trifle less than one half ton of 
hay during the entire winter. On May 
15 they were turned on pasture and 
on July 1 were given some ground 
barley screenings. The barley screen- 
ings consisted of from 25% to 30% of 
pigeon grass while the barley itself 
was of inferior quality. They were 
ziven six pounds of screenings each 
day which was gradually increased 
until on December 20 they consumed 
a trifle less than twenty pounds each. 

The steers ate 614 tons of ensilage 
at $6.00 per ton amounting to $39.06, 
% ton of hay amounting to $7.50, 
pasturage $10.00, barley screenings 
$29.52. This makes a total cost for 
the two steers of $86.08. They gained 
during this period 945 pounds making 
their gains ata cost of a trifle over 
$9.00 per hundred 

The steers were shipped to South 
St. Paul hitting the most depressed 
market of the past four vears. How- 
ever they sold at $10.00 per hundred. 

Breeders and feeders of cattle will 
read this with interest because it 
gives some insight into the gains that 
may be expected from feeding Hol- 
stein steers. These steers weighed a 
trifle less than 2400 pounds while on 
exhibit at the countv fair. They were 
36 months old. 

In connection with this it is inter- 
esting to note the gains made by the 
Holstein calves in contrast to Here- 
fords and Shorthorns that were ex- 
hibited by the boys and girls. The 
Holstein calf gained 653 
pounds more than the average Short- 
horn and i125 pounds more than the 
average Hereford. The greatest gain, 


556 pounds, was made by a Holstein 
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heifer, which was 90 pounds mor 
than the greatest gain made by a 
Shorthorn’and 156 pounds more than 
the greatest gain made by a Here- 
ford. 

These facts should be carefully con- 
sidered in figuring profits and losses 
from running livestock. The Holstein 
steer and the Holstein heifer and cow 
are well able to consume ensilage, hay 
and pasturage and at the same time 
make large gains.—J. V.. Bopp. See’y

SHAWNEE COUNTY COW TEST- 
ING ASSN. 


The August report of the Shawnee

F. S. Stimson of Hollywood 
farm met with them, outlined the work 


that had already been done toward 
this end and pointed out the necessity 
for state organization. <All of those 
present were for it, asking no ques- 
tions about expense, and at the sub- 
sequent Yakima meeting Bob” 
Rutter was made secretary. | asked 
him to give me a list of the other 


breeders of Holsteins in the Kittitas 
country.

Although the show of Jerseys at the 
annual Whatcom county fair at Lyn- 
den, Wash..

H. J. Evans, not to mention those ot 
J. A. MeCormick, Graham Brothers. 


R. T. Smith & Co., and other exhibit- 
ors, put black and whites on a par 
with their principal rivals in Whatcom 
county and gave them a comfortable 
edge on the Guernseys of which 48 
head of excellent quality and really in 
better show condition than the Hol- 
steins were shown. The dairy show 
as a Whole was the largest ever seen 
in the state, not excepting that of the 
State Fair at Yakima this year, which 
was a record breaker tor both numbers 
and quality, and while neither the 
quality nor the condition of the ani- 
mals shown at Lynden was _ quite 
equal to that of animals from such 


herds as the Hollywood farm and the 
Puget Sound herds, or on Jerseys and 
Ayrshires to such herds as Waikik) 
farms and E. W. Van Yassell’s, yet it 
was a better balanced show than the 
one at Yakima, and remained far and 
away the best on all points that has 
ever been seen at a county or district 
fair in the state. There were a few 
more Jerseys, about the same number 
of Holsteins and  Ayrshires, and 
nearly twice as many Guernseys as 
at the State fair, a total of 190 head 
to the state fair’s 178, and the fact that 
the show, except for 10 head of Guerp

the Pacific International _ livestock 
show in November, if arrangements for 
entries of such herds can be made 
Holstein-Friesian breeders decided to 
‘leave their ‘‘tops’” at Lynden, to be 
cared for and fitted for the Portland 
show by a man _ engaged for. the 
purpose, and breeders of Jerseys and 
Guernseys were also discussing the 
possibilities of securing full carloads 
for shipment. At least one herd of 
Guernseys and one of Holsteins, that 
ot the Milky Way farm, will be repre- 


sented, whether county exhibits are 
made or not. 
The feature of the Holstein show 


was the splendid showing of 18 husky 
individuals of evidently large milk 
capacity from the Milky Way farm of 
A. E. Smith at Sumas, and probably 
more attention of visitors was at- 
tracted to the immense size of Green- 
bank Sir Ormsby Hengerveld, the new 
junior herd sire at the farm, than to 
any other single feature. This bull 


now weighs between 2600 and 2700 
pounds, and his remarkable heart 
girth. which is a trifle greater than 


his length from nose to tail-head, was 


the subject of much comment. Chim- 
acum Spring Farm King Pontiac, 


whose daughters he has come to court; 
nine daughters of ‘“Chimmie” and 
two of the Greenbank bull, and several 
others, made up the Milky Way farm 
exhibit. Mr. Smith won three out 
of five blues on individual females. 
five out of seven on bulls, all four on 
herds and groups, and all of the 
championships but one. He plans to 
vend the best of the lot to Portland.
